have heard it discussed a great deal in a 
joking way among brewers, and we all think 
there is nothmg in it. Ido not think any 
such syndicate has been formed, and do not 
think it would amount to anything, any way. 
There is enough American capita) to carry 
on the American brewing interests, and 
were there such a syndicate it would not be 
popular with the class of people who patron- 
1ze us. 

„Would you sell your brewing interest to 
such a syndicate?” 

“ Most certainly, if they offered enough for 
it. Two Enghshmen came to me a short time 
ago and wanted to buy me out. I do not 
think they. belonged to any syndicate, and I 
think something like that started the report.“ 

J. H. McAvoy, President of the McAvoy 
Brewing Company, was next seen. He said 
there was no doubt that such a syndicate had 
been formed; that it had purchased not only 
the New York breweries of H. Clausen & 
Son and Flannigan, May & Co., but also the 
Philadelphia brewery of John F. Betts & Co., 
and he had heard it rumored that Anheuser, 
Busch & Co.’s brewery of St. Louis and Ene- 
rel’s mammoth bottling estabiishment of 
New York were about to go under the con- 
trol of the same syndicate. He thought the 
object was to find better investment for En- 
glish capital. The low rate of interest in 
England—2 or 8 per cent—had caused Eu- 
giish capitalists to invest in American indus- 
tries. They had put their money in Ameri- 
can mines and ranches; they were now try- 
ing to get an interest in American breweries, 
and he hoped tneir next syndicate would be 
to buy two-thirds of the American newspa- 
pers. He had not heard that they were 
formed for any other purpose than to buy 
breweries. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—A 
great English beer trust, which, if carried 
out as its projectors propose, will 
control the brewing interests of the United 
States, is beginning to make itself felt. A 
syndicate of English capitalists has 

purchased the immense New 
York breweries of H. Clausen & 
Son and May K C and 
is quietly working to obtain control of the 
principal breweries of Philadelphia, Brook- 
lyn, Rochester, Baltimore, and other cities. 
The brewery of John F. Betz in this city has 
already been secured. The syndicate goes 
under the name of the New York 
Breweries Company, Limited, but is in- 
corporated under the laws of England, 
and the following well known English- 
men are directors: Walter P. Bonverie, 
the Hon. Hubert Hansbury-Tracy, Samuel 
Loveridge, W. Moses Robinson, and James 
V. Stephen. The Board of Managers in New 
York includes Messrs. Clausen and Flanna- 
gan, ex-United States Treasurer Conrad N.

Private Joe Fifer reached Chicago yester~ 
day, and, although tired after his tedious 
marches through the State, he is going to 
make as many speeches as he can until next 
Monday, when he will go home and vote.

THERE IS STILL UNCERTAINTY. 

Littie can be gathered tonight about the 
intentions of, the English Government or 
Lord Sackville’s future course. Inquiries 
from London have been made as to the exact 
text of the President's directions to 
Secretary Bayard. The Secretary, how- 
ever, will not talk, but from the state- 
ment given out officially it seems that the 
British Minister has not realiy been 
dismissed. In a mild way it has been made 
known to him that his presence is no longer 
acceptable to this Government. In view of 
the evident hope of the President that nis 
action would have some political effect sur- 
prise is expressed that any doubts should be 
left as to whether Lord Sackville has been 
dismissed. The fact that no claim is made 
that his passports have been sent to him gives 
emphasis to this view. 

At the White House much anxiety. is felt 
to know what the English papers will say. 
The influence on the campaign, it is assumed, 
will depend in a measure on the views taken 
by them. If they should break out unan- 
imousiy and abuse Cleveland the President 
hopes to reap some political advantage. The 
suddenness of the step taken today is dis- 
cussed chiefly in its bearing on this 
point. So far. the London papers, while 
condemning Lord Sackville for being 
a fool, have shown a disposition to ac- 
quiesce in his recall as a matter of political 
necessity. They had assumed that some- 
thing would be done before election because 
it would be necessary to tne ascendency of 
the party in power. If their tone continues 
the same and they discuss the latest move 
simply as a political maneuvre it will be a 
bitter disappointment to the Administration. 
But if they ail get mad and denounce Cieve- 
land so much the better for the campaign. If 
the English papers only take the cue and 
give Mr. Cleveland some friendly abuse they 
will gratify him. 

SUCCESSION TALK. 

The talk about a successor to Lord Sack- 
ville centres on Sir Charles Tupper and Bal- 
four. The Canadian dispatches yesterday 
had such a positive tone that many persons 
here believed Sir Charies had been selected. 
Under the circumstances his selection 
would be fitting. He has told im 
the Canadian Parliament of the friend

tiator Sir Charies acted on the theory that 
he was dealing with the Democratic party 
and not with the United States. His friend- 
Cleveland Administration is

tion and was bitterly opposed by all Englisb- 
men present. The general expression of 
opinion is of the tone assumed by 
tne Standard, the only paper that 
treats on the matter. LEditorially 
this morning it speaks of Cleveland's action 
as not only brusque but brutal. It refers to 
the action of the President as “ deliberately 
offensive.“ and says: 

„If the intelligence we publish this morn- 
ing from Washington is substantially ac- 
curate in verbal details, the American Gov- 
ernment have taken summary action, 
deliberately, of an offensive kind in 
reiation to Lord Sackville. Mr. Bayard 
has informed the British Ambassador that 
for reasons already known to the English 
Government his continuance is no longer ac- 
ceptu ble and would consequentiy be detri- 
mental to the relations between the two 
countries. It must be hoped that a more pre- 
cise account of the terms of the communica- 
tion will take fröm the brusqueness—we are 
tempted to say brutality—ot the mes- 
sage. Apparently it has been thought 
necessary to assert American dig- 
nity by msisting on some open 
rebuke of Lord Sackville. The inference 
seems to be that Lord Salisbury saw nothing 
in his conduct to justify severe disciplinary 
measures, and consequentiy American states- 
manship feit it necessary to take the punish- 
ment into itsown hands. In any case Lord 
Salisbury will be well advised if he proceed 
with all possible dispatch to acquaint his 
countrymen with the nature of 
communication to Mr. Phelps. The 
attitude assumed by the President may 
then be intelligible, though itcan hardiy 
be reconciled with regard for English sus- 
ceptibiliues. He may be quite sure, how- 
ever, the opinion on this side of the 
Atlantic will distinguish between what 
he bas done as a candidate and what had 
he been free from the despotism of elec- 
tioneering he would have thought it his duty 
to do as Chief Magistrate. Pity for the 
statesman whom the complexion of his coun- 
try’s polities forces to dis regard not only inter- 
national courtesies but the plainest dictates 
of right feeling will blend with and neutral- 
ize any passing emotion of national resent- 


ment.“ 

The Standard concludes by referring to that 
part of the American press which can afford 
to keep its nead and obey its conscience 
during a Presidential campaign, and observes 
that Mr. Cleveland has saved his eiectioneer- 
ing prospects at the expense of the honor of 
American public life.

THE NEGOTIATIONS ABROAD. 


What Is Known of the Phelps- Salisbury 
Conferences. 
BPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 
[ Copyright, 1888, by James Gordon Bennett.) 
‘Lonpon, Oct. 30.—It is well understood 
that the communication made to Lord Salis 


bury by Mr. Phelps was to the effect that the 


Government of the United States looked 
upon the indiscretion committed by Lord 
Sackville as tatal to-his further usefulness 
as British Minister. The suggestion was 
therefore thrown out that it might bea 
friendly act on the part of Great Britam to 
supersede him witn as little loss of time as 
possible. Mr. Phelps’ representations were 


received in a most amicable spirit by Lord. 
Salisbury, who made no attempt to excuse or- 
Justify the letter. He, however, pointed out 


that the Minister had not designedly given 
offense to the United States Government, 
and that during the ten years he haa lived in 
Washington he had always preserved friend- 
ly relations with everybody, public or pri- 
vate. The Government regretted much the 


indiscretion which he had been guilty of, but 


was reluctant to inflict so severe a penalty 
for it as to recall a Minister who had 


served his country faithfully for forty 
years. Mr. Phelps again pomted out that 


what might easily have been overlooked as 
an indiscretion in orumary times became 
serious on the eve of a Presidential election 
when party feeling was running high and the 
interference of a foreign Minister on either 
side would naturally provoke bitter resent- 
ment. Lord Salisbury fully admitted the 
gravity of this consideration and, I under- 
stand, substantially admitted the impossibil- 
ity of retaining Lord Sackville against the 
wish of the American Government. |

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THE LATEST POLL SHOWS A PLURAL- 


ITY OF 10,000 FOR HARRISON. 


4 Thorough Canvass of the State Indicates 


That the Total Vote Will Be 554,000, 
of Which Number Harrison Will Get 
278,000, Cleveland 268,000, and the Bal. 
ance Will Go to Fisk—The Influences at 
Work Within the State—Interview with 
Secretary Dille—General Political News. 
Ixpranapouis, Ind., Oct. 30.—|Special.]— 


There is a difference of 20,000 votes between 
the State polls of the Republicans and the 
Democrats. Both parties have claimed ail 
along that theirs was to be the carefully 
taken poll and that accurate figures were to 
be obtained even if their complexion should 
not be satisfactory. But the Republicans 
alone have made good after a fashion their 
promises, There are a number of reasons 


why they should have done so. In the first, 


they have been taking polls longer than 
mocrats. John W. Foster, the bright- 


who has since gained distinction in the diplo- 
matic service of the country, brought the 
polling system to it present state of per- 
fecuon, incorporating many suggestions 
which he received . 
ton, the war Governor, and the 
Democrats have never been able to approach 
the efficiency which the Republicans have 
thus had from the start. The present differ. 
ence shows the inaccuracy of the polls and 
their worthlessness except in distributing 
cam literature. It also reveals the 
ground on which the Dem ts claim the 
State for Cleveland, while the Republicans 


know that Gen. Harrison’s plurality will be 


at least 10,000. There isn’t any question 
about how the odds are in this State ordi- 
narily—they are largely in favor of the 
Democrats. Only twice since 1872, when 
Grant’s majority was more than 22,000, have 
the Republicans crossed the line of plurality. 
The two exceptions were 1880, when Garfield 
and Porter carried the State, and in 1886, 
when the present State officers were elected. 
Whether the present position of the party 
can be maintained is what the boys here are 
hustling to ascertain. The figures since 1872 
show not only this record of ill success on 
the part of the Democracy, but also 
that whether in office out of 
office, and under any condition, the 
Democrats of the State haven’t wandered 
about much. They have twice been in the 
majority since 1872, and have on the whole 
approximated the plurality line ‘with one- 
half of 1 percent more persistencv and more 
strength than the Republicans. Itisin this 
quality of their enemy that the Republicans 
see the only danger before them. They have 
whipped tneir enemy at every point in the 
campaign except in the collection of money, 
but what does such a victory as a superior 
organization or a better set of principles 
amount to when they are not necessary? 
The Democrats of this State aon’t care. 
whether they have either organization, prin- 
ciples, harmony, offices, or money; they only 
want an election day, a ballot with the word 
Democrat at its head, and a hole to put it in. 
But while this quality has been the saving 
grace of the Democrats heretofore it is ex- 
pected this year to be the weapon of their 
destruction. It has made the party reliant 
only on the blindness of its members and has 
more or less disarmed them as to the young 
voters, the newcomers, and the independ- 
ents. These three elements will control the 
State this election. The young men are by a 
large per cent in harmony with the Repub- 
heans and so are the newcomers, who, 


owing to the great development of the natural 


gas,are generally mechanics who are depend- 
ent upon the protected industries. Another 
feature, and a strange one, is that Democrats 
have begun to migrate from the State. For 
years there was a great tide of Kepublicans, 
1 soldiers, to Iowa, Kansas, Ne- 
raska, and the Northwest. But since the 
last election a different source has been 
drawn upon for the emigration from the 
State. It has been largely from the towns 
instead of the agricultural districts, and 
it has been Democratic. It has gone to 
California and the South. There are coun- 
ties in the State which will not poli as large 
a vote as they did four years ago, and all 
such counties are Dem tic. In some the 
condition is changed so | they will for the 
first time in their history go Republican. 
There is Blackford County, for example, 
this year reasonably certain to give 
a majority to Gen. Harrison 
and his ticket, though it never elected 
a Republicanto office. The independents, 
who are the third and last element, are al- 
most a unit for the Republican ticket. There 
are 15,000 independent voters in indiana. 
They are Greenbackers, mugwumps, and 
men susceptibie to the iufluence of State 


pride. Secretary Wille thus accounts for 


their growth: Any party that is in power 
loses from two influences—those who are dis- 
appointea and those who have been unfortu- 
nate. The Republican party is working out 
the consummation of peace in restoring the 
financial and industrial systems of the coun- 
try and in predicating a policy which wouid 
prolong the new institutions it had created, 
experienced such trying times as those of 
1872 and 1878, when money was scarce and 
debts were often attended with a calamitous 
end. While 1 believe those hardships could 
not have been avoided, still there is not any 
question that they drove men from us who 
suspected that our system was faulty and 
our practices bad. Finally when the cry

GEN. WALLACE TO THE SOLDIERS. 


The Democratic Scheme to Bribe Union 
Veterans Roundty Denounced.- 
CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Oct. 80.—[Special.] 
—The meeting of the old soldiers tonight in 
this city was an immense outpouring. They 
came from every airection and from all the 
surrounding counties.

HOW PALMER DEFEATED GEN. SHIELDS. 

The name of Gen. James Shields cannot 
have faded yet from the memory of the Irish- 
men of Illinois, They must remember that 


the field of battle, in the Legislature of Iili- 
nois, and in the Capitol at Washington won 
laurels for himself, for his adopted home, 
and for the land of his birth. It is bap

Shields came to Illinois soon after he landed 
in this country. He was a Representative in 
the Legislature, State officer, and Judge of 
the Supreme Court. When the Mexican 
War broke out he was made a Brigadier 
General and served with great gallantry. At 
Cerro Gordo he, like Fifer at a later day, was 
shot through the lungs. It was believed his 
recovery wasimpossible. But, like Fifer, his 
grit and pluck puiled him through, and he re- 
turned to IIlinois. In 1849 the Democratic 
Legislature elected him United States Scna- 
tor to succeed Judge Breese, who, able man 
as he was, could not stand up against the 
popularity of the brilliant Irish soldier. The 
Senate unseated him because he had not been 


he became eligible and the Legislature 
promptly reélected him. He served out his 
term, and when the General Assembly met 
in 1855 was renominated by the Democratic 
caucus as his own successor, for his great 
popularity had known no abatement. 

Then it was that the evil presence of 
Palmer appeared on the scene. He had been 
elected to the State Senate in 1852 from 
Macoupin County as a Demoorat in good 
standing. When the Kansas-Nebraska bill

Consequently, when it became apparent that 
there was no chance for Shields—that the so- 
called Anti-Nebraska men were determined 
to knife him, more from personal hate than 
hate of slavery—he was withdrawn and Mat- 
teson, who was then Governor, was put up in 
Palmer, having thus slaughtered the Irish- 
man, proceeded tosettle Lincoln. The Whigs 
were given to understand that if they did not 
unite on Trumbull the Anti-Nebraska bolters 
would go over to Matteson. Though there 
were forty-four of them and only five of the 
Palmer party they gave way, taking Lin- 
coln’s advice, and as a choice of evils sup- 
ported Trumbull, who sixteen years later 
went back to the Democracy and ended his 
This is the story of that memorable contest 
of 1855.

DICKINSON STICKS TO HIS IGNORANCE 
AND FOLLY. 

Postmaster General Dickinson spent Mon- 
day in this city, but in no sociaple way. He 
would not allow himself to be seen by the 
reporters, not even long enough to tell them 
that he had no doubt of Cieveland’s election. 
There were Many conjectures as to the 
reason of his coming, but the mystery was 
explained yesterday by the apyearance in 
the junior Democratic organ of a revised edi- 
tion of his Grand Rapids harangue, in which 


he sought to stir up a Western prejudice 


against New England and the East by per- 
verting statistics so as to attempt to show 
that the Northwestern. States were in 
financial bondage to the East. Evidently he 
spent Monday in seeking to licx« his ridicu- 
lous speech iuto shape and to make its bad 
figures and worse logie as presentable and 
plausible as possible. But he did not suc- 
ceed. 
Take, for instance, the first of his so-called 
points. He says that Illinois is mortgaged to 
the East to the enormous total of $142,000,000. 
The only vestige of truth in that is that there 
are mortgages on Illinois property, perhaps, 
to that amount. But why were they given 
or by whom are they held! Not over $30,000,- 
000 of the entire sum is held, the records 
show, by residents of other States and 
countries. The remaining 6108, 000, 000 then 
is held by Ilinoisans. So not merely the 
land, lots, stock, buildings, and crops which 
these mortgages cover, but the persons to 
whom the money is finally to be paid, are 
mostly within the limits of this State. Is 
there anything wrong in that? It appears 
also that $39,000,000 represents deferred pay- 
ments on farms purchased. Besides th is, 
farmers whose lands are all paid for have 
borrowed large sums which they have ex- 
pended in tile drainage, reclaiming wet 
land, which will add to the cultivable area 
of their possessions and increase the crops 
on what they have already been tilling. 
What is true of Illinois is also true of the 
other Western States. The bulk of Michi- 
gan’s mortgages are owned by Michigan 
men; of the remainder some are owned in 
old England, some in New England, and some 
in New York and Pennsylvania. But the 
people of Michigan received the botrowed 
money and own whatever it has produced. 
Now these being the facts, what does this 
demagogical Dickinson mean? Are we to 
undérstand that he speaks for his party and 
that it is the creed of the Democracy that 
men shall no longer make improvements? 
No longer borrow money with which to buy 
or better farms? Or does Dickinson lay it 
down as his own narrow faith that when a 
man’s house, mill, or barn burns down he 
shall not borrow money on the lot to rebuild 
it? That when a farmer wishes to buy out 
the owner of an adjoining farm he shall not 
give a mortgage for the purchase money or a 
portion of it? That when he wants to drain 
his land or buy blooded stock he shall not 
borrow money for the purpose? Does 
he come West to preach that creed?

He affirms 
that itis wrong and even unconstitutional 
for the Government to levy tariff taxes that 
have the effect of protecting nome industries 
and maintaining the American rates of 
wages, and that all duties on imports shouid 
be made solely to secure revenue for public 
needs. 

This is the precise doctrine which was in- 
corporated by the Southern secession 8 
in the Confederate Constitution. It is 
doctrine long maintained by the South, 
which, from the nature of its productions, is 
naturally interested in securing manufact- 
ured goods as cheap as possible, and opposes 
any tariff which enhances wages to workmen 
in Northern shops, factories, forges, and 
milis. Naturally enough, Mr. Watterson takes 
the Southern view of the tariff, and he merits 
commendation for stating the position of his 
party so frankly. Mr. Watterson is the ablest 
exponent of the Southern Democratic view of 
the tariff. He is an instructor of Cleveland 
and a tutor of Carlisle. He represents the 
controling element of the Democratic party 
—the dog, not the tail—and when he declares 
flatfooted for free trade he indicates just 
what the Sohd South is striving to attain 
when it gets full power. 

Mr. Watterson contends that the Govern- 
ment has no right to tax one man for the 
benefit of another man — that is, to levy du- 
ties on consumers which, while raising reve- 
nue, protect home industries and secure high 
wages to the workmen in manufacturing pur- 
suits. This declaration was loudly applaud- 


Jed by bis Democratic audience. Whatever 


dodging or evasion there may be elsewhere, 
in Chicago Democratic speakers can declare 
boldly for free trade and receive hearty ap- 
plause. Speeches like that of Mr. Watter- 
son put the actual issue squarely before the 
voters so that they can see it clearly and act 
on it understandingly. 

But, while Mr. Wattersonis to be com- 
mended for his candor in stating his anti- 
protection and free trade position, exception 
must be taken to his claim that the country 
can adopt that policy and avoid the inevita- 
ble consequences—viz. : reduced wages in the 
manufacturing and all other industries.

America, the wages paid in trade England 
are the highest that are paid anywhere else. 


Certainly wages are higher in England 
than on the Continent, and for good reasons. 
As a manufacturing nation Great Britain 
has enormous advantages. She has not only 
an abundance of cheap and excellent coal, 
together with vast deposits of iron, copper, 
lead, zinc, tin, and other materials almost 
side by side and not long distances apart, as 
in this country, but she has also an inventive, 
courageous, active population; vast accumu- 
lations of cheap capital; numerous fine har- 
bors and unrivaled shipping facilities to all 
parts of the world, and a banking system of 
wonderful perfection and extent. The other 
countries of Europe are poor and lean com- 
pared with England, especiaily in fuel power 
and metals. Her workers earn more and 
she can well afford to pay them more. En- 
giand is first among European countries in 
acquired wealth, in natural resources, and in 
the use of labor saving machinery and steam 
power. She has short hauls to scores of sea- 
ports and the advantages of cheap trans- 
portaticn in every direction. She has won 
the prize in commercial and industrial com- 
petition with the other countries of Europe, 
and, confidentof her power, is eager to make 
a contest fur supremacy with the Unitea 
States, if she can only obtain something like 
even terms. Free trade with this country 
would give her all she could ask or expect. 

Itis safetosay thatin an even-handed 
competition with powerful British manu- 
facturers the United States would not be 
compelled to reduce wages entirely to the 
English standard. Labor in this country is 
better and more effective even than in En- 
giand, and with the protective tariff abol- 
ished, which the Democrats want, we would 
still have some advantage of ocean transpor- 
tation to protect our market against English 
products. In a contest for the neutral mar- 
kets of the world advantages of transporta- 
tion would be with England. 


Assuming, however, for the sake of a lib- 


eral estimate that under free trade the 
United States would have an advantage 
egual to 10 per cent in the production of 
manufactured articles, that would be the full 
limit of the wages this country could pay 
Over and above the English rates of wages. 
At present the American States pay 81 for 
the same amount and quality of work that in 
England brings 60 cents. Thisisa fair gen- 
eral average of all trades. Under free trade 
the United States could pay only 66 cents as 
against 60 in England. The abolition of 
tariff protection means that the wage earn- 
ing classes in this country must give up 
about $34 out of every $100 now earned and 
be content with $66 for the amount and kind 
ot labor that in England would receive 800. 
Nothing better than this could be hoped for. 
Col. Watterson is right in claiming that his 
free trade doctrine would secure cheap goods 
for consumers in this country, but he contra- 
dicts all reason and experience and common 
sense in holding that the goods can be cheap- 
ened to the European level while wages are 
kept up to the American scale, The Colonel 
cannot dance without paying the piper—can- 
not eat his cake ana keep it too.

The loss of wages would fall, of course, not 
only on “ protected workmen ”’ but on work- 
ers of every class who labor for. wages, sala- 
ries, or fees. .

Postmaster Don Dickinson in his re- 


vised speech attempts to correct Mr. Blaine’s 
statistics as to the quantity of Western 
breadstuffs consumed by New England. He 
says in his ignorant, blundering way: 


Let us see as to breadstuffs: In 1879, as shown 


— the census of 1880, New Eugland's product of 
wheat was 1,227,087 bushels. ere were 4,000,000 
N The avensge consumption of the year 
1 „as found by deducting the exports from 
the entire crop, was 4.4 bushels per individual. 
Allowing this average to New England she would 
have required 17,600,000 bushels, or in round 
numbers about 16,000,000 bushels more then she 
raised, But according to Mr. Blaine’s official 
statistics she needs over 31,250,000 bushels for 
her people, or three bushels per head more than 


any other people in the country. This is not ig- 


norance. You can characterize it. Evenif she 
tookasmuch wheat as Mr. Blaine estimates it 
would only be the surplus yield of either of the 
Northwestern States of Ohio or Indiana after re- 
serving the home supply. Half the yield of 
Minnesota would fill the demand. One-third of 
the crop of Dakota would stuff them as full of 
wheat as Blaine is of east wind. 


Now mark how plain a tale will put him 
down.” While the average consumption of 
wheat for the whole country may have been 
only 44 busnels per heaa, that is by no means 
true of different sections. The South, though 
Dickinson may not know it, 1s still faithful 
to the cornbread and bacon of the ante-war 
days. Wheaten bread isa luxury there. It 
is something which tne colored people and 
the poor whites use only Sundays and on 
holiday occasions. It is true that the West 
sends some flour there, but it is simply to 
make good the shortage in the product of 
the border Southern States. The average 
consumption of the South per capita from 
all sources does not equal three bushels of 
whea‘: 3 year, while the Northern and East- 
ern average must be much higher to make 
good the general average of 44. In the 
North corn is fed to hogs and wheatto human 
beings. The average consumption at the 
North rises to fully six bushels per head, to 
say nothing of what is required for seed. 

In New England the workingmen get good 
wages, and they and their well-fed families 
eat to correspond. Then of the million and 
a quarter bushels laboriously raised on the 
hard and barren soil of all New England, a 
good part is saved for seed for the next sow- 
ing and goes to no flouring mill. From these 
causes the consumption of Western wheat in 
that part of the country rises to fully six 
bushels per head. Now as the population at 
the present time is about four and a half 
million, it will be seen that Mr. Blaine's esti- 
mate of a consumption of 30,000,000 busheis is 
not far above the facts. It would be well 
for Dickinson, before attempting to revise 
Mr. Blaine's figures, to acquaint himself in 
some slight degree with the manners and 
customs of the people of this country. If he 
had done so he would not have made the 
ridiculous spectacle of himself that he has 


since taking the stump during the 2 - 


campaign. 


Two ORDINANCES relative to street-car trans- 
portation were introduced at the Council 
meeting Monday night which are not ealcu- 
lated to afford rehef to those who use horse 
or cable cars. One of them was that no more 
persons should be allowed to get on a car 
than there are seats for, and the other that 
the company shall not attempt under penalty 
to collect fares from those who have no seats. 
Judging by. the way in which people now act 
it would be impossible for any street railway 
to enforce the first of these ordinances. It 
is the nature of man and woman kind here 
and elsewhere to crowd into the first car 
which comes along, even though there be an- 
other immediately behind it in which there 
is a chance of getting a seat. To wait two 
minutes even is something which most per- 
sons find intolerable. To try to carry out 
here, especially on a rainy day, a provision 
that no one should get in a car unless there 
was a vacant seat would cause a riot. It 
would be well before seriously considering 
such an ordinance to find out how many peo- 
ple the street railway companies carry to 
their homes between 5 and 7 in the evening, 
and then find whether it would be physically 
possible to furnish each ofjthem with a seat. 
It is wiser not to aim at the impossible, but 
if anything is done to provide that during 
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certain hours of the day the compa ies shall : 


run more cars. 


Tne ordinance introduced at the Council 
meeting Monday in reference to the pur- 
chase by the city of the South Side Street 
Raiiway is based on the action of the Coun- 
cil in 1858, when it gave to certain parties 
the right to lay down tracks on South Side 
streets, retaining to the city the right at any 
time after the expiration of twenty-five years 
to buy the property on an appraisal. Itisa 
question, however, whether the city can ex- 
ercise any such right. There was much doubt 
as to the power of the Council to pass this or- 
dinance of 1858, and accordingly at the next 
session of the Legislature a private act was 
passed incorporating the South Side Com- 
pany and ratifying what had been done by 
the city fathers. In 1865 the Legislature 
passed what is known as the Ninety-nine 
Year law, which extended from the twenty- 
five years mentioned in the first act to near- 
ly a century the life of the privileges grant- 
ed. That act the city has at no time ad- 
mitted to be binding, but its validity has never 
been passed on, and it will take years of liti- 
gation to get a decision from the United 
States Supreme Court. But even if the 
Ninety-nine Year act were declared uncon- 
stitutiona! that would not settle the question 
whether the city under the charter as it was 
in 1858 had the power to make any contract 
with any one by which it could become own- 
erof street railway lines, No way was pro- 
vided to raise the purchase money.

TO IMPROVE THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


Postmaster General Dickinson Approves 
Mr. Judd’s Plan for Early Delivery. 


Postmaster General Dickinson called on 
Mr. Juda yesterday. After chatting a few 
moments on general topics the Postmaster 
General accepted Mr. Judd’s invitation to in- 
spect the post-office, and hastily passed 
through several departments. He asked a 
great many questions,” said Mr. Judd, 
“which indicated that he was thoroughly 
familiar withthe work and the needs of 
the department here. I took occasion 
to emphasize to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral the needs of our service. 
I dwelt particularly on a plan which I have 
had in contemplation for some time to facili- 
tate our mail deliveries. Itis this: We bave 
found it impossible to distribute the heavy 
mails in time to get the letters out in the first 
delivery. Sometimes they are detained until 
the third or even fourth delivery. Although 
this was undoubtedly a great inconvenience 
to many, yet with our present force and 
methods of work it ‘was _impossibie 
to prevent. it. Now 1 propose to 
remedy this matter by sending out extra men 
on the heavy mail routes to distribute the 
Chi mail and have it all ready for deliv- 
ery when it reaches go We have been 
testing this plan for the last two weeks on 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Road. 
Superintendent Dudley has taken’ men to 
Portage, Wis., and has personally seen to 
the distribution of the mail and thus far it 
has worked admirably. In this way we 
are able to get the heavy maile dis- 
tributed in the 7:40 a. m. delivery. 
You can see how important this is when 
you consider that the bankers and merchants 
with country correspondents must run their 
business through the clearing house before 
ll a. m. To these it means in many instances 
the saving ofawholeday. It was this mat- 
ter that I emphasized to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral and he has given it his hearty approval. 
1 think, therefore, I may say that it will not 
be long before we will have increased facili- 
ties for carrying out this plan inevery detail. 
Men can be piaced an ail the heavy routes 
and mail will be delivered as soon as it ar- 
rives.

12; estate expenses, 
84, 40,804.89; personal expenses, $718,350.40;
